Bugs Moran, one-time underworld 
power on Chicago's North Side, fell 
into the toils of the law at Wauke- 
gan the other day, he unwittingly 
provided an illustration for one of 
the inexorable but little-known nat- 
ural laws of gangland. 


This law, bnefly, is that the under- 


world "big shot's" career is nearly 
always a short one. The beer runner, 
the racketeer and the gunman, here 
and elsewhere, do not hold their 
thrones for any great period of time. 


In that fact a long-suffering public 


which finds its public officials pow- 
erless to enforce the law against 
these underworld rulers may find a 
grain or two of comfort. 
The old 


adage that "crime doesn't pay" may 
have been knocked sky-high by de- 
velopments of the last decade," but 
a still older one is still holding- good. 
It is, "The wages of sin is death." 


Bugs Moran, arrested, frisked and 


booked, provides one instance. Jack 
(Legs) Diamond of New York pro- 
vides another. And the roster of 
gangland, here and elsewhere, pro- 
vides many more. 


THEY ROSE, RULED, DIED 
Go back over underworld history 


here in Chicago, the laboratory and 
testing ground for America's under- 
world, and see what you find: 


Jim Colosimo, first man to get an 


inkling of the possibilities inherent 
in gangland empires, built himself up 
into a "big shot," ruled briefly,, and 
then died, a matter of 10 years ago, 
with a bullet In his skulL 


Colosimo's place was taken by 


Johnny Torrio, a hard-bitten, capable 
man from New York's tenderloin. 
Torrio took what Colosimo bequeath- 
ed him and added to it. He establish- 
ed the South Side gang on its emi- 
nence, building it up from a neigh- 
borhood group of panders and high- 
binders to an all-powerful, city-wide 
organization. And what happenedjto 
Torrio? He had three or four years 
of power; then his enemies shot him, 
he recovered in a guarded hospital, 
foiled his attackers by standing the 
rap in jail for* six months on a liquor 
charge, handed over his scepter to 
Al Capone, and lit out_for Europe. 
He has not been back" since, never 
will be. He is^the only gangland big 
shot to resign and get away with It, ' 


'Capone, of, course, Is tfie exception. 


"Comlng-to power some-six years-ago,- 
he is still on the throne, unhurt and 
unmolested. But. perhaps it takes a 
few exceptions to prove the rule. 
Where are his chief lieutenants? 


Tony Lombardo f or_years was one 


of the mightiest of Capone's execu- 
tive officers; and Tony, in 1928, died 
on a downtown Chicago street cor- 
ner, shot from behind in the midst 
of a crowd. He was succeeded, m the 
powerful TTnione SicUiana, by Pas- 
quale Lolordo. I<olordo ruled a few 
months; then, one night, some men 
called at his house, sat down to drink 
with him, and shot ,. him- to death 
when he lifted a ^glass<of wfce -to- 
drink their good health;-" 
Iiolordo was succeeded by a triunr-' 
virate; John Sealisi, Albert Anselnfl 
and Joe Guinto. For something like 
a year, perhaps longer, they enjoy- 
ed power and riclies. Then'someone, 
somehow, enticed them Inta an auto* 
mobile, one dark night. The next day. 
their lifeless bodies were found along- 
jside a road near the Indiana'border.

LIMITING OIL PRODUCTION 
Efforts to limit crude oil production 


do not seem to have worked very well, 
'Owners of wells keep on producing 
almost to capacity, and drilling super- 
'fltsous new wells on their properties, 
to keep rivals from draining their oil 
pools. Long storage of the vast quan- 
tities produced is difficult. So the oil 
is refined, mostly to make motor fuel, 
And so we have a gasoline surplus. 


In many states gasoline is said to 


*' fee selling novv- near or below the cost 


of production. There arc just two fea- 
tures about that—consumers enjoy it 
and it helps to work off the surplus. 


Meanwhile we arc getting nearer to 
the time when it will be necessary to 
tap those oil-bearing shales in Colorado 
which Ralph S. Kelly, formerly of the 
Interior Department, insists that a lot 
of selfish interests are trying to steal 
from the government. 


ELIMINATE NIGHT WORK 
An evil of'long standing in the tex- 


tile industry, night work by women 
and children, is to be eliminated. At 
the fifth annual convention of the Cot- 
ton Textile institute, representing two- 
thirds of all the cotton spindles in the 
country, both north and south, a pro- 
gressive reform was adopted. Night 
work for" women and for minors un- 
der 18 is to be abolished in 75 per cent 
of the industry the first year, in 80 per 
cent the second year and 85 per cent 
the third year. Of the 150 cotton 
manufacturers present, not one official- 
ly objected.

aviator was persuaded to try the thing 
on his Moth plane. He did so. The 
news report says: "The test was made 
in the presence of 50 or 60 witnesses, 
and_rather to their surprise they found 
Miss -Jones* invention cut down the 
motor noise by about 60 per cent."

•"vice, and-alL said it was a success; it 
did.what^&'inventor said _it would do"._ 
In accomplishing its work, it reduced 
motor revolutions only about 20 a 
minute, a negligible amount. The

If 
there is a device which will-lessen this 
roar-without lessening the effective- 
ness of the motors, it ought to be 
adopted and used promptly.

ern division of the Daughters of the, 
American revolution, delegates tmam-> 
mously adopted a. recommendation, 
that the society continue its efforts-'to 
have all the state legislatures pass a 
teachers' oath bill. The idea is-to-re- 
quire all school teachers to swear al- 
legiance to the flag and to the state. A - 
few states already have this law. 


One may be a partriotic American 


and yet question the wisdom of such 
a law. Many patriotic men and women 
teachers would be justified in resent- 
ing this questioning of their loyalty. 
For the sake of catching a few disloy- 
al teachers, thousands of others would 
be affronted. Furthermore, the oath 
of allegiance would automatically bar 
splendid foreign teachers here under 
the exchange system. 


There is no need of such an oath to 


protect pupils. The teacher who ex- 
presses disloyalty or speaks sedition 
in the class room is easily discovered 
and may be dealt with as an individual 
case. The loyalty of others may be 
taken for granted.

WHOOPING" COUGH. 


In. recent talks I have quoted -what 


I consider sage and sensible Ideas 
from an address 
by Dr. Eobert 


Hutchison, delivered at the recent 
meeting of the" British Medical asso- 
ciation in Winnipeg. Today I quote 
one more idea from Dr. Hutchison's 
address which, as I think, is not so 
sage. Referring to the care which is 
taken to shield, children from infec- 
tion, the distinguished child special- 
ist, said: 


"This is having the bad effect of 


preventing their having the usual 
infectious diseases of childhood at 
the proper time. The best time to 
lave measles, whooping cough and 
:he other "childish infections is be- 
tween _the ages of 5 and 10. At that 
period they are less dangerous, but 
£ they are postponed until late cfiild- 
hood or adolescence, they are both' 
more •perilous and more inconvenient. 
Yet this is what is happening now, 
especially in the upper classes. It 
would be all right to protect children 
from 
infection if there 
was any 


chance of their permanently escap- 
ng it, but there is, no such chance 
and I would therefore encourage the 
taking of these diseases at the prop- 
er time." 


Coming from a recognizes repre- 


sentative of English medical thought 
and in such auspices, this is indeed 
startling. Should we return to the be*- 
hef and practice of the nineteenth 
century' Can it be that intelligent 
people in England deliberately ex- 
pose their children to such diseases 
as -whooping cough and measles sf 
that the children trill "have it and 
jet it over with?" -In America we 
lave come to associate that practice 
with Ignorance and irresponsibility. 


In Ameriea a steadily increasing 


proportion of the population Is per- 
nanently escaping whooping cough. 
In this country a child has a very 


'ood chance nowadays of growing. 
up in good health and living to a 
hearty old age without ever catching 
whooping" cough. Some persons per- 
nanently escape some of the other 
nfections -which this scion of Eng- 
ish medicine 
or childhood. regards as "proper"

In thfe ffiock the victim 3s 
either dazfl asd oTily partly con- 
scious or <?uafe unconscious, and 
extremely wsaS; or prostrated from 


the depression of the circulation. The 
victim of shock is m a state akin to 
one who Is a faint. When recovery 
occurs, after some minutes or per- 
haps hours, there is no further ef- 
fect. Unfortunately, the term "shock" 
is somtimes carelessly used, by the 
laity, to signify any unpleasant emo- 
tion—"I am shocked by the sad 
news'"—and also the term "shock" 
Is sometimes carelessly used, by the 
(hemorrhage in the brain) which is 
the too familiar stroke of paralysis. 
Apoplexy, perhaps, may be a conse- 
quence of the kind of life implied by 
the polite term "irregular hours," 
but I'll testify anywhere any tune 
that apoplexy has never been caused 
by too hard -work.

FOR BIRD REFUGES 


Preliminary Examinations in 


Wisconsin Completed by 
Department 


BY RUBY A. BLACK 


(Post-Crescenfc Washington Corres- 


pondent) 


Washington—Although the De- 


partment of Agriculture has made 
preliminary examinations of areas 
In Wisconsin suitable for migratory 
bird refuges, the federal government 
can take no steps to acquire the land 
until Wisconsin passes an enabling 
act. 


These migratory bird refuges are 


to be set up under the. act passed 
by congress to carry out the migra- 
tory bird treaty. Marshy lands and 
bodies of water and their shores are 
desired for these bird refuges. 


The game species to be protected 


under the 1929 law are for the most 
part inhabitants of bays, 
shores, 


lakes and marshes. 
They include 


waterfowl, cranes', rails, shorebills, 
and pigeons, with the various kinds 
of each class. No upland areas are 
wanted. 


While smaller tracts may be con- 


sidered the Department of Agricul- 
ture really wants areas of 20,000 
acres or more. 


SEVERAL IN STATE 


Tie federal government already 


has several national wild-life reser- 
vations in Wisconsin. There is the 
great Upper Mississippi Wild Life 
and Pish refuge in Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, and Iowa, •which is a haven 
for muskrats, minks, raccoons, bea-l 
vers, foxes, ducks, geese, fishes and 
mollusks. 


Then, there is the reservation for 


herring gulls at Green Bay and an- 
other at Gravel Island in Lake Mich- 
igan for the same species. 


All are administered by the De- 


partment of Agriculture, which com- 
ments that the upper 
Mississippi 


refuge offers exceptional opportuni- 
ties for recreation and the study of 
wild life. 


On all the reservations, 
besides 


the birds and-mammals for which 
the reservations were particularly es- 
tablished, numerous other forms of 
life find sanctuary there, for on all 
of them wild life is protected, except 
certain, species which become a men- 
ace to others for which the areas 
were primarily established. 
- The Bureau of Fisheries of the 
.Department of Commerce is also es- 
tablishing a fish-cultural substation 
in Southern Wisconsin, under the 
terms of an act passed by the last 
session of congress.

I came in from the west, from 


Sawyer-co, however, as far as Fi 
field on. highway 70. Here I turne 
south to Phillips. .The object of mj 
visit-to this country was on© of in 
vestlgation. I wished to learn first 
handed 3ust how -good the fishing 
was in the different waters. I ha< 
fished the south branch of the Flam 
beau which passes through Flfield 
but the north branch of this famous 
stream, over where it flows due 
south was new to me. 
- "Particularly, I desired to inspect 
that portion of the river that flows 
near to Long, Pickerel and Con 
nor's lakes. In order to do that we 
procured provisions at Phillips anc 
headed west toward the lakes men 
tioned. "We enjoyed some very good 
fishing on Connor's and Long lakes: 
landing one.fair sized musky, sever- 
al good wall-eyes and a few Oswego 
bass. "We found an. excellent camp* 
ing place on a heavy timbered polnl 
extending out into the lake, that is 
on Long lake. After the evening 
meal was disposed of we proceeded 
to try for bass as darkness came on. 
We caught three, the largest weigh- 
ing four pounds. 


The following day we drove over 


to the north branch of the Flam- 
beau on a trail that was none too 
good. That was really our objec- 
tive point. Camp was again estab- 
lished, and a walk upstream 
for 


some distance brought us to a settler 
from whom we procured a boat. 
Thus equipped, we fished up and 
down the river for several miles dur- 
ing the time we remained there.

Rear Admiral Luke McNamee, im- 


tive of Mount Hope, TV'is., has been 
ordered to the post of commander 
of Battleship Division 4, Battle Fleet. 
He left Washington Saturday, where 
he has been director of the Division 
of Fleet Training, Xavy depart- 
ment. 


Although born At Mount Hope on 


April 4, 1874, Admiral McXarnee was 
appointed to the United States naval 
academy at Annapolis, Md., from 
Kansas In 1SS8. He was commis- 
sioned ensign on July 1, 1S94, pro- 
moted to lieutenant (junior grade) 
on March 3, 1S99, to lieutenant on 
July 1, 1900, to lieutenant command- 
er on June 12, 1906, to captain on 
July, 1917, and to rear admiral on 
Nov. 
16, 1925. 


Admiral McNamee was awarded 


the Navy Cross for 'his service dur- 
ing the world war as chief of staff 
to the commander-in-chief. United 
States Pacific fleet and later on the 
staff of the commander of the Unit- 
ed States Naval forces in European 
waters. 


SERVED IN PARIS 


He also served with the chief of 


naval operations as a member of his 
advisory staff in Paris, preliminary 
to the armistice and during the de- 
liberations incident to the prepara- 
tion of the naval terms of peace with 
Germany.

WHOOPING- COUGH. 


In recent talks I have quoted what 


I consider sage and sensible ideas 
from an address 
by Dr. Eobert 


;Hutchison,, ..delivered at :.the"- recent 
meeting of the British Medical asso- 
ciation in Winnipeg. Today I quote 
one more idea from 'JDr. Hutchison's' 
address which, as I thinly is not so 
sage. Referring to the ears which is 
taken to shield children from infec- 
tion, the distinguished child special- 
ist, said: 


"This is having the bad effect of 


preventing their having' the usual 
infectious diseases of childhood at 
the proper time. The best, time to 
have measles, whooping cough and 
the other childish infections is be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 10. At that 
period ~they are, less-dangerous, but 
Jf they are postponed, until late child-' 
hood • or adolescence, they are both' 
more perilous and more inconvenient? 
Yet this is what is happening now, 
especially in the upper classes. It 
would be all right to' protect'children 
from 
infection if there 
was any 


chance of their permanently escap- 
ing- it, but there is. no- such chance 
and I-would therefore encourage the 
taking: of these diseases at the prop- 
er-time." 


Coming- from a recognize* repre- 


sentative of English medical thought 
and in such auspices, this is indeed 
startling; Should -we return to the be- 
lief and practice of the nineteenth 
century? Can it be that intelligent 
people in England deliberately' ex- 
Dose their children to such diseases 
as- whooping cough and measles s/f 
that, the children -win ^'have it and 
get it over with?"-In America we 
have .come to associate that practice 
with ignorance and irresponsibility. 


In Ameriea a, steadily increasing 


proportion of the population Is per- 
manently escaping whooping cough. 
In this country a child hag & very 
good chance nowadays of growing, 
up in good- health and.living ,to a 
hearty old age without ever catching 
whooping" cough. Some persons per- 
manently escape some of the other 
infections which this scion of Eng- 
lish medicine regards as "proper" 
for childhood. 


The official records show that/hi 


England, whooping cough causes 
twice as many deaths as diphtheria; 
while in America It.causes only half 
as many deaths as diphtheria. To 
iny snind this sugg:ests that it pays 
to respect whooping cough, and our 
American attempt to protect children 
from Infection with it at any age is 
the better policy to .pursue. 


In .fairness to Dr. Hutchison we 


should explain that the idea of hav- 
ing a disease for the sake of acquir- 
ing immunity against it is not un- 
sound, provided you are reasonably 
sure to have it In a mild form, so 
that your illness will neither maim 
you nor leay,e you -handicapped: In 
any way. We briny just that boon to 
every well cared for child in America 
Trfien -vre immunise the child against 
smallpox, diphtheria and typhoid 
fever. But there Is no natural xneans 
•of acquiring- such immunity that is 
quite safe enough to risk. Certainly 
no Intelligent parent • In America 
would knowingly Infect .iis-own 
child,with whooping- cough- And in 
view of the comparatively high mor- 
tality rate Trcra -whooping-" cough in 
England It is difficult to understand 
the attitude which this hard headed 
English physician takes upon thin 
•question. "

NEEDED IN -STATE 


FOR BIRD REFUGES 


Preliminary Examinations in 


Wisconsin Completed by 
Department

(Post-Crescent Washington Corres- 


pondent) 


Washington—Although, the De- 


partment of Agriculture has made 
preliminary examinations of areas 
In "Wisconsin suitable for migratory 
bird refuges, the federal government 
can take no steps to acquire the land 
until Wisconsin passes an enabling 
act. 


These migratory bird refuges are 


to be set up under the. act passed 
by congress to carry out the migra- 
tory bird treaty. Marshy lands and 
bodies of water and their shores are 
desired for these bird refuges. 


The game species to be protected 


under the 1929 law are for the most 
part inhabitants of bays, 
shores, 


lakes and marshes. 
They include 


•waterfowl, cranes', rails, shorebills, 
and pigeons, with the various kinds 
of each class. No upland areas are 
"wanted. 


"While smaller tracts may be con- 


sidered the Department of Agricul- 
ture really wants areas of 20,000 
acres or more. 


SEVERAL IN STATE 


The federal government already 


has several national wild-life reser- 
vations in "Wisconsin. There is the 
great Upper Mississippi Wild Life 
and Ksh refuge in Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, and Iowa, which is a haven 
for muskrats, minks, raccoons, bea- 
vers, foxes, ducks, geese, fishes and 
mollusks. 


Then, there is the reservation for 


herring gulls at Green Bay and an- 
other at Gravel Island in Lake Mich- 
igan for the same species. 


All are administered by the De- 


partment of Agriculture, which com- 
ments that the tipper Mississippi 
refuge offers exceptional opportuni- 
ties for recreation and the study of 
wild life. 


On all the reservations, besides 


the birds and—mammals for which 
the reservations were particularly es- 
tablished, numerous other forms of 
life find sanctuary there, for on all 
of them -wild life is protected, except 
certain species which become a men- 
ace to others for which the areas 
were primarily established. 
- The Bureau of Fisheries of the 
^Department of Commerce is also es- 
tablishing a fish-cultural substation 
in Southern "Wisconsin, under the 
terms of an act passed by the last 
session of congress. 
* * *

I -wished to learn first 
handed just how -good the fishing 
was in the different waters. I hac 
fished the south branch of the Flam 
beau which passes through Fifield 
but the north branch of this famous 
stream, over where it flows due 
south was new to me. 


Particularly, I desired to inspect 


that portion of the river that flows 
near to Long, Pickerel and Con 
nor's lakes.- In order to do that we 
procured provisions at Phillips anc 
headed west toward the lakes men- 
tioned. "We enjoyed some very gooc 
Eishing on Connor's and Long lakes, 
landing one.fair sized musky, sever- 
al good wall-eyes and a few Oswego 
bass. "We found an excellent camp- 
ing place on a heavy timbered point 
extending out into the lake, that is, 
on Long lake. After the evening 
meal was disposed of we proceeded 
:o try for bass as darkness came on. 
"We caught three, the largest weigh- 
iig four pounds. 


The following day we drove over 


:o the north branch of tie Flam- 
beau on a trail that was none too 
ood. That v?as really our objec- 
:ive point. Camp was again estab- 
lished, and a -walk upstream 
for 


some distance brought us to a settler 
:rom -whom we procured a boat. 
Thus equipped, we fished up and 
down the river for several miles dur- 
ng the time we remained there. The 
lishing was good. "We caught more 
han -we could possibly 
use—two 


muskies,. several wall-eyes and a 
number of northern pike, one of 
•vhich pulled tie scale 
down to 


about ten pounds. 
"We returned 


most of the fish taken, keeping only 
-vhat we could use in camp.

command. 


Rear Admiral Luke McNamee, na- 


tive of Mount Hope, "Wjs., has been 
ordered to the post of commander 
of Battleship Division 4, Battle Fleet. 
He left "Washington Saturday, where 
he has been director of the Division 
of Fleet Training, Xavy depart- 
ment. 


Although born fit Mount Hope on 


April 4, 1874, Admiral McNamee was 
appointed to the United States naval 
academy at Annapolis, Md., from 
Kansas In 1SS8. He was commis- 
sioned ensign on July 1, 1S34, pro- 
moted to lieutenant (junior grade) 
on March 3, 1899, to lieutenant on 
July 1, 1900, to lieutenant command- 
er on June 12, 1906, to captain on 
July, 1917, and to rear admiral on 
Nov. 
16, 1925. 


Admiral McNamee was awarded 


the Navy Cross for 'his service dur- 
ing the world war as chief of staff 
to the commander-in-chief, United 
States Pacific fleet and later on th 
staff of the commander of the Unit 
ed States Naval forces in European 
waters. 


SERVED IN PARIS 


He also served with the chief o 


naval operations as a member of hi 
advisory staff in Paris, preliminarj 
to the armistice and during the de 
iberations incident to the prepara 
ion of the naval terms of peace wit' 
Germany. 


He was awarded the decoration o 


.he Legion of Honor, with the rani 
of officer, by the president of th 
French republic for his world wa 
work. 


Admiral McNamee served on th 


staff of the Naval War college from 
August, 1919 to May 30, 1930. H 
commanded the battleship Nevada 
from June, 1920 to -September, 1921 
when he was appointed director o 
naval intelligence. 


From November, 1923 until Sep 


ember, 1924, he commanded the Bat 
leship Tennessee, and immediatelj 
hereafter went to London as nava 
ittache to the United States embas 
iy there. 
He was appointed commander of 
he destroyer squadrons, battle fleet 
n 1926, and served in this capacity 
until 1928, when he asumed the du 
ies of director of fleet training, na

STATE'S INFANT 


MORTALITY LOW 


Appleton's Rate Higher Than 


That of Wisconsin as 
Whole, However

Washington — Wisconsin has had 


a lower Infant mortality rate than 
that of the country as a whole for 
at least 13 years—as long as there 
are complete records for the state. 


Moreover, during1 that period, Wis- 


consin has reduced its infant mortal- 
ity rate from 75 infant deaths for ev- 
ery 1,000 live births in the state in 
1917 
to 60 in 1929, according to a re- 


port of the Bureau of the 
Census, 


United States Department of Com- 
merce. 


The year 1927 seems to have been 


the banner year for babies in Wis- 
consin and in the entire birth regis- 
tration area of the United States, for 
in that year only 59 babies under 
one year old died for every thou- 
sand born alive in Wisconsin, and in 
the country as a whole the infant 
mortality rates ox 65 was the lowest 
ever recorded. 


At the same time, the birth rate 


in Wisconsin is higher than the av- 
erage for the country. In 1929, there 
were 19.1 babies born alive for ev- 
ery 1,000 persons in the state, while 
in the birth registration area of the 
entire country the birth rate was 
18.9. 


Wisconsin's progress in making 


the state healthier for babies Is 
shown in the following record o£ in- 
fant mortality rates: 78 in 1917; 79 in 
1918; 80 in 1929; 77 in 3920; 72 in 
1921; 
71 in 1922: 70 in 1923: 65 in 


1924; 67 in 1925; 69 in 1926; 59 in 
1927; 
61 in 1928; and 60 in 3929. 


Appieton's infant mortality rate in 


1929 was higher than that oC the 
state as a whole and was an increase 
over the 192S figure. Last year there 
were 64.3 deaths of babies under one 
year old for every thousand born 
alive In Appleton, as against G4.5 in 
1928. 


Last year 604 babies were born in 


Appleton as against 642 in 1928, and 
39 babies under one year old died as 
against 35 In 1928. 


The birth registration area now in- 


cludes all the country except Texas 
and South Dakota.

PROHIBITION IN 


SPOTLIGHT: STATE 


PARTIESJPLIT UP 


Question of / Repeal Takes 


Leading Position in Many 
Campaigns 


BY BYKON PKJCB 


Washington —(XP)— The twelfth 


year of constitutional prohibition, 
otherwise 1930, sees the Eighteenth 
amendment still on the firing line 
of politics. 


In upward of a score of states the 


ban against liquor is an active state 
wide issue. In many others it stirs 
painfully beneath the surface, or 
breaks into the light of day in Is- 
olated congressional districts. 


Illinois and 
Khode Island will 


record by referendum in the Novera- 
ber 4 election their opinions wheth- 
er 
the 
prohibition amendment 


should be repealed. 
Massachusetts 


will vote on repeal of its State en- 
forcement act. 


Wherever j.t is an issue, prohi- 


bition is claiming a large share of 
attention, although 
almost every- 


where other considerations are in- 
terwined in the contest for control 
of congress and; the various State 
governments. 


The business 
depression, unem- 


ployment, the tariff and foreign" af- 
iairs all play their respective parts, 
and doubtless the election will be 
followed by the usual dispute over 
the relative contribution of each is- 
sue to the net result. 


PARTISAN UNES SPOT 


Nationally, neither party has at- 


tempted by formal action to draw a 
line of partisan division. In 
the 


off-years, midway between presi- 
dential elections, the parties adopt 
no national platforms but leave the 
local Republican and Democratic or- 
ganizations to choose for 
them- 


selves. 


The result in 1930 has been a re- 


markable jumble of contradictions, 
for in each party corral are groups 
earmarked by the vvets and other 
groups branded- with the iron of 
the drys. 


Any survey of this tangled situa- 


tion must take account of several 
outstanding facts. 


At the head of the Republican 


party stands President Hoover, with 
bis background of prohibition ut- 
terances in. 1928 and since 
The 


party chairman is Senator 
Fess of 


Ohio, one of the outstanding 
dry 


leaders in congress. 


MOST G. O. P. STATES DRY 
The vast majority of the Republi- 


can state organizations have either 
declared for prohibition in 
their 


state platforms or refrained from 
mentioning it by name 
Notable 


exceptions are the Republicans of 
New York and New Jersey, 
who 


have demanded repeal of the 
Eigh- 


teenth Amendment. 


In "Washington, Wisconsin 
ana 


Connecticut the 
Republican state 


platforms also dissent 
from 
the 


present regime, and Illinois Repub- 
licans have proposed a. referendum. 


The Democratic party's 1928 pres- 


idential nominee, Alfred E. Smith, 
is a militant advocate of modifica- 
tion. The national chairman, John 
J. Raskob, is a supporter of the As- 
sociation Against the 
Prohibition 


Amendment. 


In the 14 states of New York, New 


Jersey, 
Washington, Wisconsin, 


Connecticut, Illinois, Rhode Island, 
Delaware, 
Maryland, 
Massachu- 


setts, New Hampshire, North IJa- 
kota, Pennsylvania 
and Vermont 


the Democratic state platforms de- 
clare for a change—in most cases 
for out right repeal. 


DEMOCRATIC DRY IN SOUTH 
In Iowa, Michigan and Minnesota 


the Democrats ask for a referendum, 
Throughout the south and in such 
rock-ribbed dry states as Kansas, 
the Democratic organizations 
are 


predominantly dry. 


In Arizona, Idaho, Indiana, Ken- 


nick, Montana, Missouri, Nevada, 
Ohio, and South Dakota, 
neither 


party has mentioned prohibition by 
name In its state platform, although 
:here Is much, mention of law en- 
forcement. 


Thus it apepars that In a small 


landful of states, prohibition is an 
issue only "because each party is 
trying to outdo the other in wet- 
ness. In ths south and some other 
sections it is an issue only 
"because 


each party claims to be dryer than 
its antagonist. 


In still another group "both sides 


have omitted its mention by name. 
And finally, there is a class of state 
declarations, 
sometimes 
by "one 


party and sometimes by the other, 
circuitous in construction that their 
so complicated In language and so 
meaning1 is in dispute even among 
fellow-Democrats and fellow-Repub- 
licans. 


la several states, too, "both Repub- 


licans and Democrats are running 
for office as frets, and other Repub- 
licans and Democrats as drys, Ohio 
Democrats present a dry for gover- 
nor and an advocate of repeal lor 
senator. In Montana a dry Demo- 
crat runs for senator against a re- 
publican who is attacking prohibi- 
tion.

POINTERS ON PUTTING 
J 


OSHUA Crane, of Boston Is one 
of the best putters playing the 
game of golf to-day, and 
he 


putts with one hand and uses a put- 
ter less than twelve Inches In length 
A hanker in Birmingham putta with 
one hand In his pocket, and Chick 
Ridley U Atlanta putts better with 
one hand than with two. These and 
a good many others have resort- 
ed to this means of ridding: them- 
selves of the left hand curse, which 
spoils more putts than any one thing 
to be named. Joshua Cranp Is said 
to have become so desperate that 
he threatened to give up the game 
if he could not find a way to keep 
his left hand from puffing all his 
putts off line. 


We hear everywhere that the putt 


Is a stroke to be accomplished by the 
wrists alone — that body, shoulders, 
arms must remain perfectly still, at- 
tempting to carry out this idea lead 
to but one of two results — either 
the right or left forearm, must be 
held Immovable and the other per- 
mitted to move. But cannot remain 
stin If the ball Is to be struck more 
than the merest flick. The conse- 
quences of either are obvious — • the 
Immovable right arm causes the left 
arm, and elbow to go through a re- 


motion, and a stationery 


left arm Induces the right arm push 
which 5s so often seen to be a char- 
acteristic of beginners. 


The putt should first of aB he con- 


sidered to be just what It is — a. 
short golf shot, except for Its length 
like any other golf shot. And when 
you look at it In that -way remem- 
ber that relaxation Is Just as Im- 
portant here as In hitting a. Jong 
<irive from the tee. The bad putter 
sets himself, he assumes a strata od 
position, he stiffens in every muscle, 
and then, when hs thinks he looks 
like Jerry Travers or Walter Hagen 
he stabs quickly at the baJl la the 
hops of getting It all ovsr 
before 


something dreadful 
haj.pens. 
He 


gives the impression that he Is try- 
Ing tu keep everything as still as 
possible a-nd vet hit the ball. 


AVOID A STRAIN 


not believe that putting can 


be 
eS to a science. I do- believe 


along the exact line upon which we 
intend It to roll we should still miss 
a lot of putts, and fail to hole the 
many which we now make because 
they stray an Inch or so one way or 
another. From fifteen and twenty 
feet what we want to do is to always 
come very close. If we do that many 
will -go In. 


I bellevo that almost wvery bad 


putt Ia caused by the left hand. Eith- 
er because of over-anxlousness, ner- 
vousness, uncertainty or -what not, 
this pesky left-hand will now and 
again brace or stiffen or actually tug 
at the club, setting up a resistance 
which Inevitably will swing the ball 
off line. The most common manifest- 
ation Is, I think, a tendency on the 
part of the left hand to take hold of 
the club a fraction of a second before 
impact and to turn It over, an action 
which pulls the hall off line to the 
left. 


RESTRAIN LEFT HAND 


These consideration? have led me 


to adopt s. certain putting style. It 
la a style which Is not fixed In all 
particulars, for to adopt a too defin- 
ite method and position destroys all 
chance of attaining the relaxation 
which Is so Important. But first 1 
place my left hand on the club In 
a position where- it Is not likely to 
turn over. On all my other clubs my 
left baud Is placed weH over the 
shaft to encourage a turn over, hut 
—hen I grip a putter, my left hand Is 
such position that tbs thumb ex- 
tends down the top of the shaft. It Is 
difficult to turn over farther from 
that position. Sometimes I feel It nec- 
essary to add 
further 
insurance 


against the turn and In that case. I 
extend my left elbow until It points 
almost dirfertly at the hole. 


From that point there Is only one 


mwe thing- to jraard against. That 
aappens when the left forearm stif- 
fens and refuses to give way to the 
stroke-, forc5rig the left wrist 1o

political exigencies. 


Out in Ohio many persons

of the Job by Coolidge and Hoover. 
The Harding: Memorial Association 
lias just announced suspension of 
Us Ions' efforts to arrange a dedica- 
tion and Harry M. Daugherty, Hard- 
Ini?'a close friend and former attor- 
ney-general. explained that a "dedi- 
cation grudgingly extended is a com- 
pliment neither to the 
dead 
nor 


thoso who participate lu the cere- 
monies." 


Editors and others have criticized 


Hoover on tho ground that Harding 
had made his presidency possible by 
appointing him secretary of com- 
merce in spite of much political op- 
position. It has been pointed 
out 


that neither Hoover nor Spcretnry 
of 
the Treasury Mellon nor Chief 


Justice Hughes, who was Harding's 
secretary of state, have ever said 
anything in defense of their former 
chief. Meanwhile such men as Coo- 
litlge, Charles G. Dawes, John Bar- 
ton Payne and Charles M. Schwab 
have quietly dropped oft tho execu-

The White House has had abso- 


lutely nothing to say about the dedi- 
cation, but friends o£ the administra- 
tion point out that Hoover was too 
busy learning the business of being 
president and trying to handle a 
hard special session of Congress to 
do anything about the memorial In 
1929. 
And that he could hardly ba 


expected to make the dedication dur- 
ing such a difficult election year as 
1930. 


It is argued on behalf of Mr. Hoo- 


ver that he really has a strong sense 
of devoted loyalty to Harding, but 
that he undoubtedly feels it would, 
be a dis-service to the dead presi- 
dent's memory If he did not delay 
the dedication until some time when; 
politics aren't in a heated state. 


According to this line of thought, 


a dedication this year would also 
have been embarrassing to everyone 
at the ceremony, to the people of 
Marion and Harding's other friends, 
to the Republican party and to the 
American people. 


But there is still reason to believe
